SANEFRANCISCO -SFSchools Superin- 
tendent Ramon Cortines and the SF Sctiool 
board members unanimously criticized the 
Lowel HighSchooladministration Tuesday 
nightfor allowing the free speech of student 
Allen Yee to be violated.

Lowell Principal Dr Alan Fibish has 
claimed:that it was astudentran rafly and 
that another Student, the rally coordinator， 
Was TeSponsible for stopping Yee. 

But Cortinnes，in 3a two-page letter to 
Fibish and Assistant Principal George Hsu， 


puttheresponsibility firmly onthe shoulders 


of the administration，saying that while a 
student may have actually cut the micro- 
phone offt“the administration hasto assume 
the responsibility for monitoring all school 
activities, including co-curricular ones. 

Itis the obligation of administration and 
staff to assist student leaders in understand- 
ingtheirroleinaccepting divergentpoints of 
View and in no case are Student leaders the 
final decision makers in preventing students 
from voicing theiropinion aslongas itis not 
libelous or obscene.” ~ 

Board members said that stopping a 
student's free Speech shouldnotbe tolerated.

Six individuals spoke to the board on 
theissues of censorship andoppositionto 
the continued use of the Indian mascot.

LuciaMele,aLowellparentand graduate 
of Stanford who wentthrough the Indian 
Imascotissue there as astudent; and Betty

student responsible for the stopping Yee's 
Speech has wiitten a letter'of apology which 
will be printed in the schools monthly news- 
paper. In it the studenttakestotal responsibil- 
ity for the incident. A copy of the letter was 
also givento Yeeby Assistant Principal Hsu， 
who is investigating the incident. Hsu told 
Yee to provide a written response， 

Fibish said that it will take three steps to 
Tesolve the issues.

SAN FRANCISCO - When the dust 
settled after the turbulent SF State Student 
and faculty strikes in the Spring of 1969,the 
mood on campus was one of anticipation. 

Afterfourmonths ofprotestsand violence， 
a settlement was finally reached to resolve 
thelistofdemandsissuedbytheThirdWeorld 
Liberation Front and the Black Student Un- 
ion prior to the start of the strikes. 

Key among the concesslions was the estab- 
lishment of aschool for Third World studies 
and 3 Special admilssions program for non- 
whbite Students. 

Nineteen years later, both the School of 
Ethnic Studies and Equal Opportunity Pro- 
gram (EOP) have withstood the test of tme 
and are nowW conslidered well-established 
entities on campus. But those close to the 
School and EOP say the end of the strikes 
didn'tbring an end to the battles. 

“The struggle is not over,”Ssaid Randy 
Senzaki，director of SF State's EOP and 
Student Affirmative Action. “The same 
problems wefaced 20 years ago arestill here 
but they re being masked.… 

Recently,al Equal OpportunityPrograms 
throughout the California State University 
System were aSked to consolidate with other 
campus afftirmative action programs. 

“We have been Ieorganizing to 3a point 
Were all recr 而 tment efftoits are now under 
student outreach services on campus.EOPis 
only Tesponsible for retention of equity stu- 
dents, counseling, tutorial and some instruc- 
tion,” explainert SenZzaki. 

“39ointhatregard,20years from the strike， 
we've moved back. In the beginning，we 
Created separate programs for minority Stu- 
dents becausetheirneeds werenotbeing met 
by the institutions. NOw we'Te being man- 
dated by the Chancellors office to fold pro- 
grams back into the insttutions 一 main- 
Stream them because they Say they re DOW 
more Sensitive to Our needs. 

“It s all nice on paper ”said Senzaki who 
Was at the People's Park demonstrations at 
Berkeley during the SE 9tate strike days. 
“The difficulty of that is the institution, from 
ourpointhere,hasnotbecomeas sensitive as 
it Should be to ensture the Success of equity 
Students. There is notaggressive affirmative 
action hiring going On， There's Sttl not 
enousgh faculty and professors ofcolorin the 
institution and there are notenough students 
ofcolorfrom the under-represented groups.” 

EOP has a_ Successful tracKk Tecord in 
admitting and retaining Students considered 
“high risk.”Over the years, SF State' SEOP 
has asslisted about 10,000 economically and 
academically disadvantaged Students. 

ArecentstudyofEOP students throughout 
the CSU system shows that students who 
enterSF State throughEOPhavean “equalif 
not higher chance of graduating”than those 
entering through regular admissions，a3ac- 
cording to Senzaka. 

“Wetakethehardeststudents to work with 
andhavethehighestmeasure ofsuccess,but 
we're Still not Teceiving SupDpOort from the 
administration,”he Said. 


After The SF State Strikes: EOP 
And The School of Ethnic Studies 


The School of Ethnic Studies, on the other 
hand, is moving ahead despite any efforts to 
Slow it down. Last Spring the School estab- 
lished a _ graduate program in Ethnic Studies， 
the first such program in the US. The Asian 
American Studies Department has become 
one of the most popular within the school. 

Department Chair George Woo Says 
changes in the university"s population and 
Student interest has helped the Asian Ameri- 
can Studies Department Sink deep roots into 
the institution and has almost guaranteed its 
exjistence. 

Non-white students made up 536.3 percent 
of the studentenrollment at SF State last Fall. 
Asians were the largest group with 22.3 per- 
cent. Both figures are expected to grOwW OVer 
the next few years. 

“Every year for the last three years Since 
Tve been chair， they”ve Upped our FIE'S 
(full-time teacher equivalent allocation),” 
Said Woo.The departmentnowhas 10tenured 
faculty positions. 

“Courses are all filled after the first com- 
puter reglstration. We have to turn away Stu- 
dents 一 that alone secures OU position.” 

There are currently 1,600 students enrolled 
in Asian American Studies classes, many of 
which counts towards the university S general 
educatiomrequliremment. 

Woo, a former protestor who entered SF 
State in 1969 as one of the first students 
admitted throush anewly-established special 
admalssions program which laterbecameEOP， 
Said the School of Ethnic Studies has come 3 
long way， 

The school was borm out of the ashes of the 
Strikes and was brought up by inexperienced 
butenergized students and Supportivefaculty. 

“At first we didn't know anything about 
tenure Or administrating a departmenb ”he 
Said. Now, Some of the same people on the 
picket lines are on the other Side of the fence 
一 as administrators ortenured faculty.Its an 
irony Woo is fully aware and wary Of. He 
maintains thataprofessororan administrator 
is no more important than a student. 

“TI don't think you should like me just be- 
causeITmaprofessorand becauseIhaveabig 
office. You should like me because of my 
values,”he said.“I would be sad, if I (told) 
Students to be like me. 工 hope'they will be 
better than me. 

“Peopleaskme whyLm soquietnowadays 
andIjustsayIhaveajobtcbedonehere.Iwill 
be very happy when Idie andnobody remem- 
bers me. The only Justification for one' S exis- 
tence as far as Im concerned is that youU 
Should ask yourself，has the world changed a 
little bit with youbeing around2 Ithink Ican 
anSWernOw，yeSs.” 

While a large Asian population at SF State 
has helped the Asian American 9tudies De- 
partmenb it has a down side at EOP. 

“Asians as a whole have been treated as 3 
groupthathasalreadybeentaken cared ofand 
has metparity ...andnotneeding affirmative 
action programs” Said Senzaki.“Butthatis a 
false perception because Asians noOw com- 
prise SO many groups.”

SANFERANCISCO-PresidentReagan has 
beenurgedto demandcompensationfromthe 
Taiwan government for the assassination of 
journalist Henry Liu in Daly City, CA. 

Prof. 工 . Ling-chi Wang, chairman of the 
Committee to Obtain Justice for Henry Liu， 
wrote Reagan last week Supporting aUS de- 
mandforChiletopay$12millionin compen- 
Sation for the Killing im Washington, DC, im 
1976, of Orlando Letelier, a former Chilean 
ambassador to the US and a critic of the 
Chilean government. Wang compared that 
murderwith the 1984 killing ofLiu,anatural- 
lized Us citizen critical of Taiwan. 

WangstatedthatLiu "wasthefirstandonly 
American citizen fallen victim of interna- 
tional terrorism in the US at atime when the 
campaign against terrorism was the center- 
piece of your foreign policy.” 

Wang added that in Jan. 198$, the Taiwan 
govermnment admitted complicity in the as- 
SasSinationandarrestedthreehighestranking 
military intelligence officials and two hired 
leaders of the United Bamboo gang for their 
roleinthe assassination. ... theTaiwan gov- 
emment statedahasty trialand convictedthe 
CO-Conspirators. ”The US Congress has de- 
manding extradition of the conspirators from 
Taiwan, but Taiwan has refused.

TungKuei-sen,who was convictedin the US，

Minority Journalists 
Try Coalition Politics 


Coalition politics is hardly a new phe- 
nomenon. Piecing together Special interest 
groups has long been a staple of politics at 
international，national，state，regional and 
local levels. 

In an Asian American context coalition 
politics has succeeded in Special cases, Such 
as the campaign to deny the California state 
treasturer s office to Congressman Dan Lun- 
gren, a campaign led by Asian American 
liberal political activists. They marshalled 


otherliberal forces 一 labor,blacks, Hispan- 
ics,envirOnmentalists 一 topressurethe state 


legislature and others to vote against 
Lungren s confirmation. 

The Jesse Jackson presidential campaign 
is the best national example of coalition 
politics in recent years. While at first viewed 
asablackpolitical campaign,Ibelievein the 
end it Succeeded in presenating a Tainbow” 
face，including whites，Hispanics，Asian 
Americans and others. 

Now, Some minority journallsts are using 
the tactics of coalition politics to press their 
demands for more progress in the newS- 
mediaindustry in the areas ofhiring,promo- 
tons and improved coverage and portrayals 
of minority communities. 

Representatives of four major minority 
journalism organizations metover the week- 
end of October 14-16 in Baltimore to try to 
establish a working relationship. The four 
organizations werethe National Association 
of Black Journalists, the National Associa- 
tion of Hispanic Journalists，the Asian 
American Journalists Association and the 
Native American Press Association. 

After intense Separate and joint meetings 
一 and Some raucous Socializing Over pep- 
pery steamed crabs 一 thefour groupsagreed 
to establish a working relationship that in- 
cludes localized joint ventures，eventually 
leading to ajoint national convention, either 
it1992 Or 1993. 

Such an understanding may Seem Vague 
afid tentative, but many of us who attended 
left uplifted by that small step. 

Building a coalition among the four is 3a 
logical step. Each subscribes to similar goals 
-- better representation in America s neWS- 
paper and broadcast newsrooms，a fair 
chance for minority journalists to assume 
positions of greater authority，and more in- 
formed, fairer coverage ofourcomrmunities， 
andbyextenslion,allofAmerica. Atthesame 
time, each organization has its Own way of 
accomplishing similar goals. 


The Baltumore accord allowed each group 
autonomy, while itbound us togetherforthe 
first time to work jointy on some projects. 
All of this may strike you as tedious organ- 
izational detail. Itis,butithassymbolicvalhue 
for the future of America. 

Atatme when America is becoming in- 
creasingly non-white, minorities are begin- 
ning to exercisemorepoliticalandeconomic 
clout， The established powers，however， 
aren't necessarily 1ying down to allow mi- 
noritiesto winalargershareofthepowerpie. 
This constantand dynamic process manifests 
itselfin numerous ways 一 inthe workplace， 
at the ballot box, in the classroom, in the 
executive Suite. 

It is also apparent in the newsrooms of 
America's media outlets. 

In a democracy, the news media are the 
vehicleby whichthepeoplelearntheactions 
oftheirelectedleaders. Thenews mediahold 
a public trust. In its ideal form，the news 
media_ report and analyze the workings of 
governments andpoliticians.Armed with in- 
formation, the people presumably can make 
intelligentdecisions whenelections are held. 

Thatpshow thecivics textbooks write itup， 
Tight2 In thereal world,it works pretty much 
like that，except for typical human flaws， 
lapses of judgment, biases and ignorance. 

Decisions _ about what the American 
people shouldread orhear aboutaren'tmade 
by compnuters or automatons. They are made 
by human beings. For many years，these 
human beings in the news media have been 
white men. It is only natural that they would 
have selected storiesthatsomehowrelatedto 
theirown understanding of the universe and 
ignored Stories thatrelated to Someoneelse's 
understanding of the universe. 

When riots broke out of a number of 
American cities in the late 1960s，editors at 
major newSs Organizations were at 3a 10Ss， 
because most didn't have black reporters Or 
editors tohelp them guide the coverage.That 
Was the impetus to hire black reporters and 
editors in larger numbers. The Kerner Com- 
maission in 1968 chided the American news 
media for their shortcomings in the area of 
covering the minority communities, princi- 
pally the black communities. 

Today's America has changed from 3 
black-and-white picture to one of brilliant 
Technicolor，with brown and yellow now 
becoming prorminent colors. In other words， 
multiculturalism is the operative word, more 
So than even “minority.” 
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Overal, the news business has responded 
to the need for more minority journalists， 
fromreporterstoeditorsin mewspapers, from 
ITeporters to anchors in broadcasting.Butthe 
progress has been excruciatingly Slow. 

For instance，only Seven percent of the 
news professionals on American newSspaper 
staffs wereblack, Hispanic, Asian American 
ornativeAmericanin 1987. Whilethatfigure 
was asSlight improvement Over the year be- 
fore and.a great percentage improvement 
over the figure 10 years ago, it was a far cry 
from”“parity” withtheminoritypopulationof 
America (about 20 percent). 

The theory ls，that with more minority 
journalists in newsrooms writing andediting 
and directing coverage,， the better off the 
Americanpublic willbe,becausethey wiibe 
getingabroaderrangeofstories,moreinfor- 
mation and more varied Viewpoints. 

Overall, TIbelieve we have seen Improve- 
ments in coverage of the various minority 
communitiesoverthepastdecadeandminor- 
ity journalists should be credited with much 
of this improvement.Ialso think that indus- 
try leaders are becoming more senisitive to 
the need to cover the minority communities 
better, not just as separate entities but as Sig- 
nificant parts of the whole. 

This is not the say that the coverage still 
isSn't Stereotypic，Superficial and conde- 
Scending. Itis in many instances, but you'lL 
fnd many more in-depth，interesting and 
accurate Stories，Ppartly because minority 
journalists have written them or directed the 
Coverage. At the same time, Some minority
